PETITION TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT BASED ON 
FAILURE TO RECEIVE OFFICE ACTION 



Applicants respectfully petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment of the 
above-identified application. Applicants exercise this right under 37 CFR 1.181(a) with 
guidance from MPEP 71 1 .03(c)I.A. (Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment Based 
on Failure to Receive Office Action). 

Regarding the matter at hand, a Non-Final Office Action for a non-provisional utility 
application was mailed on March 21, 2006. However, the Office Action was returned to the 
USPTO and was never received by Applicants. Consequently, Applicants did not reply to the 
Office Action. 




Sir: 



On November 22, 2006, Examiner Tammy Pham called Practitioner Richard 
LaPeruta, Jr. (Reg. No. 5 1 ,252 Atty for Assignee) and left a message to contact her by 
November 28, 2006 about the status of the above-captioned application. On November 27, 
2006, Practitioner Richard LaPeruta, Jr. spoke with Examiner Pham and was informed that 
the above-captioned application had been abandoned for failure to respond to the Non-Final 
Office Action mailed March 21, 2006. (A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on December 
1, 2006 and received by Applicants.) 

Practitioner Richard LaPeruta, Jr. (Reg. Atty. 51,252, for the Assignee) asserts that 
the Non-Final Office Action ("Office communication") was not received by the Practitioner, 
the Assignee, Applicants, or other Assignee staff personnel and that a search of the file jacket 
and docket records indicates that the "Office communication" was not received. 

Attached please find Practitioner's Declaration in support of removing the Examiner's 
abandonment of the above-captioned application in addition to Appendices A-D. Appendix A 
of this petition is the image of the cover of the Assignee's U.S. file jacket for the above- 
identified application on December 7, 2006. Omission of an entry for a Non-Final Office 
Actions shows that no Office Action was received, because the "Office communication" 
would have been entered on the cover if it had been received. 

Appendix B of this petition contains images of Assignee's database which is used to 
track and assign all events in the prosecution of each patent application filed on behalf of the 
Assignee (Thomson Licensing Inc.). Omission of an entry for Office Actions shows that no 
Office Action was received, because the "Office communication" would have been entered if 
it had been received. 

Practitioner Richard LaPeruta, Jr. (Reg. Atty. 5 1 ,252, for the Assignee) further asserts 

that the Non-Final Office Action ("Office communication") was not received and then lost by 

the Practitioner, the Assignee, Applicants, or other Assignee staff personnel. Support for this 
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conclusion is that the Examiner specifically told the Richard LaPeruta after the application 
became abandoned that the Non-Final Office Action ("Office communication") was returned 
to the USPTO. Appendix C shows the image of the returned Office Action showing a 
received stamp date of the returned "Office communication" of March 29, 2006, which was 8 
days after the mailing date of the "Office communication." The images were obtained from 
Public PAIR following the notification by the Examiner that the above-identified application 
became abandoned. Public PAIR also shows entry for the "Office communication" being 
returned to the USPTO on March 29, 2006. 

Appendix D shows images of other Office communications received from the USPTO 
including the Filing Receipts, the Updated Filing Receipt, the Notice to File Missing Parts, 
the Notice of Publication, and the Notice of Abandonment. All show the same mailing 
address as that used for the returned subject Non-Final Office Action. 

Therefore, Applicants respectfully request that the holding of Abandonment be 
withdrawn, that the Non-Final Office Action be re-mailed and that the period for response be 
reset. 

Along with this Petition and the attached Declaration is a request to "Change of 
Correspondence Address." This is being provided to ensure that the U.S. Postal Service will 
not return to USPTO any future "Office communication" for the above-identified application. 
The changed correspondence address will now only have a Post Office Box address, and not 
both a Post Office Box and street address.

DECLARATION IN SUPPORT OF APPLICANTS* PETITION TO 
WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT FOR FAILURE TO 
RECEIVE OFFICE ACTION 

I, Richard LaPeruta, Jr., make the following statements: 

1) Richard LaPeruta, Jr. is a Registered Patent Attorney (Reg. No. 51,252) for the 
Assignee (Thomson Licensing S.A.) and Applicants (Didier Doyen et al.). 

2) Richard LaPeruta, Jr. is a Practitioner of record for the above-identified 
application 10/676,663. 

3) A Non-Final Office Action was mailed by Examiner Tammy T. Pham on 
March 21, 2006 having a shortened statutory period for reply set to expire on 
June 22, 2006. (See Appendix C - Cover page of Office Action downloaded 
from Public PAIR after telephonic notification of abandonment.) 
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4) The Non-Final Office Action was addressed to

6) Applicants did not receive the Non-Final Office Action, were not aware of the 
Non-Final Office Action, and did not reply to the Non-Final Office Action by 
September 21, 2006. (See Appendix B - Images of Assignee's electronic 
database which is used to track and assign all events in the prosecution of each 
patent application filed on behalf of the Assignee Thomson Licensing S.A. 
Omission of an entry for any Office Actions shows that no Office Action was 
received. Also, see Appendix A which shows the image of the cover of the 
Assignee's U.S. file jacket for the above-identified application. Omission of 
any entry for any Office Actions shows that no Office Action was received.) 

7) The above-identified application went abandoned on September 22, 2006 for 
failure to file a reply. 

8) Examiner Tammy T. Pham contacted Richard LaPeruta's office (patent 
attorney for Assignee, Reg. No. 51 ,252) November 22, 2006 leaving a 
message to contact the Examiner by November 28, 2006 about the 
abandonment status of the above-identified application. 

9) Richard LaPeruta spoke with the Examiner on November 27, 2006, wherein 
the Examiner informed Richard LaPeruta of the following: 
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a. The subject Non-Final Office Action was mailed on March 21 , 2006; 

b. The Non-Final Office Action was returned to the USPTO on March 29, 
2006; 

c. The above-identified application went abandoned on September 22, 
2006 for failure to file a reply; 

d. A petition to revive the application would have to be filed to withdraw 
the abandonment status of the application; 

e. Applicant should file a "Change of Correspondence Address" to have 
only a Post Office Box Address or Street Address to avoid future mail 
delivery failures. 

10) Richard LaPeruta on November 29, 2006 inspected the physical file jacket, 
docket records, and electronic database and did not find any evidence of the 
Non-Final Office Action being received.
